Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  pleasure  in  submitting  my  Annual  Report  for  the 
year  195b  upon  the  public  health  circumstances  of  the  Rural 
District  of  Strood. 

POPULATION.  There  was  an  increase  of  760  in  the  Registrar 
General’s  estimate  from  21,430  in  1954  to  22,190  for  the 
present  year. 

BIRTH  RATE.  The  Birth  rate  per  thousand  of  the  population 
snows  a  decrease  -  15.09  for  the  present  year  compared  with 
16.4  for  the  pre-vious  year. 

Ihe  still-birth  rate  for  1955  v/as  20.8. 

GEtTERAL  DEATH  RATE.  The  death  rate  for  1955  was  9.19  per 
thousand  of  the  population.  The  1954  rate  was  8.2.  The 
total  number  of  deaths  in  uhe  district  during  1955  was  204 
as  compared  v/ith  177  in  1954. 

NATURAL  INCREASE  OF  THE  POPULATION.  The  nimber  of  births 
in  1955  exceeded  the  deaths  by  131;  in  1954  this  figure  was 
175. 

INFANT  MORTALITY.  The  death  rate  for  infants  under  one  year 
of  age  was  23.89  and  the  rata  for  1954  was  25.5.  The  number 
of  such  infants  dying  in  the  district  during  1955  was  8  and  in 
1954,  9. 


PR0VI3I0H  OP  HEALTH  SERVICES  IN  THE  AREA,  These  services 
are  administered  by  the  Kent  County  Council ,  and  following 
my  usual  practice  I  have  included  a  summary  of  the  local 
services  available  on  pages  8  to  21. 

INFECTIOUS  DISEASE.  A  tabulated  statement  showing  the 
incidence  of  notifiable  diseases  is  included  in  the  report. 

In  practically  all  instances  the  cases  were  higher  in  1955 
than  1954  and  ror  the  ninth  successive  year  no  diphtheria 
occurred  in  the  district. 

Extracts  from  the  Council’s  tuberculosis  records  are 
also  included.  Strood’s  death  rate  for  this  disease 
during  the  year  was  0.13  per  thousand  of  the  population. 

The  ntuaber  of  deaths  occurring  during  the  year  was  3, 

These  figures  are  most  impressive;  Strood’s  rate  is  well 
below  the  national  level. 

CANCER  AND  SMOKING.  Much  publicity  has  recently  been 
given  to  the  connection  between  deaths  from  Cancer  of  the 
Lung  and  cigarette  smoking. 

During  1955  11  people,  all  males,  died  from  this  cause. 

This  compares  with  1  in  1954  and  4  in  i953.

I  have  been  able  to  investigate  the  smoking  habits  of 
10  of  these  people:-  9  smoked  cigarettes  -  3  were  heavy 
smokers  (more  than  20  per  day),  six  made  their  "own" 
cigarettes  and  1  was  a  pipe  smoker.

I  beg  to  submit  my  report  on  the  work  of  the 
department  for  the  year  1955. 

The  Housing  Surrey  and  inspection  of  unfit  houses 
continued  to  occupy  a  large  proportion  of  the  work  of 
the  Department  during  the  year  and  as  a  result  of  the 
survey  the  Council  resolved  that  an  estimated  total  of 
£16  houses  would  be  dealt  with  in  the  five  year  period 
31st  Augustj,1955  to  31st  August9l960o 

During  the  year  the  condition  of  34  houses  were 
reported  to  the  Council  with  a  view  to  Demolition  or 
Closing  Orders  being  made. 

From  the  31st  March <,1955  extra  duties  were  under¬
